Following  his  arrival  on  campus 
last  week  C.  L.  (Chick)  Atkinson, 
newly  appointed  head  football 
coach  for  the  Cougars,  announced 
the  organization  of  his  coaching 
staff  for  the  coming  season. 

Atkinson  himself  will  coach  the 
backfield  men  in  addition  to  his 
general  responsibilities.  Reed  Nil- 
son  will  coach  centers,  guards  and 
tackles  under  the  title  of  “line 
coach,"  and  a new  man  will  be 
brought  in  to  specialize  on  the 
ends. 

The  selection  of  a man  for  the 
end  ooaching  position  is  still  “pret- 
ty much  wide  open,"  Coach  At- 
kinson said.  Whiel  he  does  have 
one  or  two  capable  men  in  mind, 
he  has  not  talked  directly  with 
them  about  the  proposition,  he 
said,  and  has  by  no  means  neared 
a decision.  If  possible,  the  new 
man  will  be  selected  this  spring. 

Selection  of  Nilsen,  while  not 
unexpected,  should  prove  highly 
popular  on  the  BYU  campus, 
where  he  was  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent and  athlete  in  -his  undergrad- 
uate days.  He  has  been  working 
as  head  coach  in  wrestling  and 
has  helped  with  the  football  coach- 
ing chores  since  his  return  to  the 
campus  in  1947. 

A native  of  Provo,  Coach  Nilsen 
was  a star  athlete  at  Provo  high 
school  where  he  played  football 
for  the  Bulldogs  in  1937-38-39, 
earning  a second  all-state  position 
at  tackle  while  a sophomore.  He 
was  shifted  to  fullback  for  his  last 
two  years  and  made  a number  of 
teams  at  that-  position. 

Coach  Nilsen  also  played  guard 
on  the  basketball  team  at  Provo 
and  made  state-wide  honor  teams. 
He  was  awarded  the  McAdams 
medal  as  the  best  all-round  ath- 
lete in  the  school  at  the  end  of  his 
senior  year. 

Nilsen  played  center  for  the 
Cougar  frosh  in  1939,  then  moved 
up  to  the  varsity  where  he  played 
four  years  under  wartime  eligibil- 
ity rules.  He  was  named  all- 
conference center  in  1941-42-43  and 
46.  In  his  senior  year  he  was 
also  on  some  all-American  lists, 
rating  mention  at  the  pivot  spot.

At  the  end  of  the  1946  season  he 
played  in  the  annual  East-West 
all-star  game  in  Kezar  stadium  in 
San  Francisco  as  a member  of  the 
winning  western  team. 

At  the  end  of  his  collegiate 
career  he  was  signed  with  the  De- 
troit Lions,  professional  team,  and 
played  with  them  during  the  1947 
campaign.  After  that  he  accepted 
an  offer  to  come  back  to  BYU 
where  he  was  wrestling  coach  and 
coach  of  the  1948  freshman  foot- 
ball team  which  tied  for  the  frosh 
championship  among  the  state’s 
four  year  schools. 

From  1943  to  1946  he  was  a 
member  of  the  United  States 
Navy,  being  fionorably  discharged 
in  the  latter  yea/  with  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  (j.g.).  He  received 
the  Purple  Heart  for  being  wound- 
ed in  action  in  the  D-day  invasion 
of  Normandy. 

He  was  also  western  division 
heavyweight  Wrestling  champion 
in  1942  and  1943,  years  in  which 
there  was  no  competition  in  that 
sport  the  eastern  half  of  the  con- 
ference. He  also  threw  the  ham- 
mer on  the  track  team. 

He  was  a member  of  the  As- 
sociated Men  Students  council;  of 
the  Gold  Y,  now  the  Intercollegiate 
Knights;  Blue  Key,  senior  men’s 
honor  society,  and  was  given  the 
Stein  medal  for  being . the  out- 
standing athlete  on  the  campus-
